William Whyte Talks of Company's Plans fo r Expansion 
and Improvement in the City and 
on the Island, 




"Within two or three weeks the clear- 
ing and settling of 150,000 owes of 
land Iu the E, & N. railway grant will 
bo definitely decided upon one way or 
another," .said William Whito, second 
vice-president of the C. P. I!., last 
night. "R. E. Gosnell, o£ Victoria, is 
now in England financing the British 
Columbia Development syndicate. If he 
is successful the provisional contract 
now made will become absolute. 

"It's tonus call for the acquirement 
by the syndicate mentioned of 150,000 
acres in the 10. & X. grant at a figure 
that will permit of sale to settlers at a 
very reasonable rate, after clearing. The 
syndicate is required to clear n large 
number of acres each year, lhe idea be- 
ing lo create trnllie for the E. & N. 
railway at the earliest possible mo- 
ment." ' 

"Is any limit placed on the price at 
Which the land is to be sold after clear- 
ing?" 

"No," Mr. Whyte replied: "hut you 
can understand that it will be neces- 
sary for the syndicate to sell at reason- 
able figures or else the laud will remain 
on their hands." 

E. & N. Improvements 

A matter that will be taken up by 
Mr. Whyte during his present visit is 
the sum to be expended on the E. & N. 
railway during the coming year. "Un- 
til the estimates, us prepared by the 
divisional engineers, have been discuss- 
ed and decided upon by the executive 
of the company, they are treated as 
confidential, " he said, "but I may say 
that it is suggested to replace many of 
the wooden bridges by steel, if it can 
be obtained in the present congested 
state of the iron industry, and also cur- 
ry out many other improvements." Mr. 
Whyte refused to give an estimate of 
the total sum, but admitted it would 
be a large one. 

"If adequate terminal facilities are to 
be given to Victoria they must be lo- 
cated on the Songhees reserve." he con- 
tinued; "it is the only site available. The 
present agitation to have the matter 
settled is a good thing. The opening of 
this reserve would not only be a benefit 
to the C. P. R., but a greater one to 
Victoria." 

Mr. Whyte refused to state if the 
plans prepared by Joseph Hunter, C.E.. 
would be followed, but confined himself 
to stating with emphasis that the open- 
ing of the reserve would settle nil trans- 
portation troubles. 

lieference was made as to what could 
be done lo relieve the present conges- 
tion temporarily. It was explained that 
complaints had been made of cars be- 
ing held at Unssell station for several 
days owing lo the limited trackage for 
unloading available. Mr. Whyte ex- 
pressed surprise that such a state of 
affairs existed. It had not boon 
brought to my notice before," he said, 
"but I will look into the matter tomor- 
uow. Though the Songhees reserve 
must be the ultimate Tomedy, I will see 
what can be done in the meantime." 
The Empress Hijtel 
One of the objects of Mr. Whyte's 
visit is ill connection with the Empress 
hotel. lie slated that the rearrange- 
ment of the main floor had been deckl- 
ed, ami the architect would be here in 
a few days with the new plans.

STEAMER GOES ASHORE 



iA modern wharf is being planned by 
a local architect for the Alaska (Steam- 
ship company. It will be constructed 03 
the foreshore property owned by that 
concern on Hum bolt street -at a point 
just across .lames Cay from the present 
C. P. It. docks. The floor dimensions of 
the new structure will be 100 by 100. 
Work, it is understood, will start early 
in the spring, allowing time for the com- 
pletion of the undertaking before lhe ar- 
rival of tiie steamer Iroquois and Chip- 
pewa the palatial pussenger boats, for- 
merly plying upon the Creat Lakes, 
which have been purchased for the Sound 
service. It is estimated that the wharf 

. will cost in the neighborhood of $25,000. 

I The structure will be up-to-date in de- 
sign. Although the foreshore controlled 
by the company is only Gil feet in length 
the water line extends to 251 feet, which 
will allow the construction of a fan- 
shaped wharf — one growing broader as it 
projects into the harbor. Generally, it 
will be similar to the C. P. It. wharf. 
The freight accommodation, according to 
present intentions, will be the same, 
while the landing provided for passen- 
gers will be similar in every particular. 
It will be set on pontoons and will rise 
to a level with the bridge of the passen- 
ger vessels in the service. Thus the ebb 
and flow of the tide will cause no in- 
convenience to either the traveling pub- 
lic or to the officials or crews of the 
ships. 

The sheds, freight office, and, in short, 
the wharf generally will be fitted up in 
accordance with the most modern plans. 
All the conveniences known for the hand- 
ling of freight will be provided, while 
the comfort of the passengers will be 
equally well cared for. The sheds, the 
office," and apartments set aside for the 
public will be well furnished and bril- 
liantly lighted. 

It is hoped that the wharf and all its 
accessories will be ready for use by the 
lime the Iroquois and the Chippewa ' ar- 
rive. One of these will make the run 
between Victoria and the Sound. In all 
probability the former will be selected. 
They nre large and have the best pos- 
sible accommodation.

Kingston, Jamaica, Dec. IT. — The 
Hamburg-American line tourist steamer 
Prinzessin Victoria Louise went ashore 
last night off Port Royal, whereupon 
('apt. Bruinswig, her commander, blew 
out his brains in bis cabin. The 
(Steamer's passengers were all safely 
lauded here today. 

The vessel was on her return trip to 
New York, which port she left for 
Kingston, Dec. 12. She is pounding 
heavily and the seas are breaking over 
her, bill it is vol hoped she can be 
saved. She is on a rocky ledge. 

The German cruiser Bremen is try- 
ing to Ihoit her, and the French training 
ship Duguay Trouin is preparing to 
leave port to assist. The captain's 
body is yet aboard the stranded ship. 

The Victoria Louise went ashore be- 
cause she had no pilot, and lhe captain 
who was in charge of her followed a 
wrong course .and piled Iter up on the 
rocks near the lighthouse. He locked 
I himself in his cabin two hours after- 
I wards, and killed himself. 
I The steamer's officers and the Ger- 
man consul here tried vainly to conceal 
I the tragedy. The local police will take 
I charge of (lie body and hold an autopsy. 
The captain will probably be buried in 
New York.

Other hotels are becoming very 
short, und if the situation is not re- 
lieved in a few days, there will be very 
few open to tho public. 

Families Leave Home 

Dozens of families have been forced 
to vacate their homes and go and live 
with their neighbors and friends. 

The (J. P. R. loaned an engine and 
snow plow on Saturday to the Souris 
coal company, for the purpose of clean- 
ing out. the siding to the mines, and it 
is reported that between thirty and 
forty cars are being loaded for Bran- 
don. 

Lights May Go Out 

The Electric Light company, which 
uses a car a day, is nearly out, and [ 
there is every prospect that it will be 
closed down on Tuesday or Wednesday. 

The asylum, hospital, Indian school, 
jail, Brandon college, and other public 
buildings, arc becoming dangerously 
near being without fuel, and it will re- 
quire large deliveries during the next 
few cays to prevent suffering on a large 
scale. 

Alarming at Hartney 

Hartney, Man., Dec. 17.— The follow- 
ing statement is on the authority of 
Mayor Hill: "The shortage of fuel in 
this town and district lias become to- 
tally- alarming. Some who nre out of 
wood and coal have resorted to fence 
posts for fuel; while others are waiting 
to take the first train out of the -dis- 
trict, having little hopes that a better 
state of things is likely to exist hero 
for. some time, to come. The roller mill 
and the' Ujirgey Manufacturing com- 
pany have both, closed on acc,;mt. rif l- 
ing unable to get: fuel. A single car of 
coal that arrivod this morning for a 
dealer provided about five hundred 



pounds of fuel lo the farmers who were 
waiting in town with teams." 

North Dakota Suffers 

Grand Forks, N. D.,' Dec. 17.— Tho 
fuel situation today is critical. In every 
town in the northern half of the state 
coal can be had only in small quanti- 
ties. In dozens of places there is none. 
Factories, schools, heating plants ninl 
industries generally have closed down 
for lack of coal. 

Inadequato Production 

Washington, D. C, Dec. 17. — How- 
ard Elliot l, of the Northern Pacific 
Itailway company, telegraphs the Inter- 
State Commerce commissioners that the 
fuel famine in the Northwest is, in his 
opinion, due lo an inadequate supply of 
the product. Mr. Elliott says his com- 
pany advised coal dealers last summer 
thai a great increase in general busi- 
ness would probably produce a conges- 
tion at this season, and urged them to 
increase their orders then or to try and 
find new sources of supply. 

"The difficulty in Montana, Idaho and 
Washington is that not enough coal is 
being produced to supply promptly the 
increased domestic trade and furnish) 
the railroads with fuel for the operation 
of their trains." he says, adding that 
damage to equipment by floods further 
complicates the situation. 

Lives in Danger 

.Minneapolis, .Minn., Docv IT. — It is 
probable that iu every affected state, 
but notably Minnesota, North and 
South Dakota and Montana, the fuel 
famine crisis will be made a matter for 
legislative investigation. Towns suffer- 
ing now, or recently, are seeking to 
have' the subject brought up at the. com- 
ing sessions of state legislatures, 

it is a race now between the rail- 
roads and the colliers. If the weather" 
cuts down the efficiency of the motive) 
power and brings on heavy blizzards, 
there will be suffering and almost cer- 
tain loss of life. Reports today indi- 
cate that the railroads are rushing fuel 
into the districts where there is cither 
actual want or stocks nre low.

St. Paul, Minn., Dec. 17.— Since yes* 
terday the temperature in St. Paul han 
dropped twenty-eight degrees. Tho 
lowest temperature here today was six 
below zero, at Duiuth and Moorehead 
the. mercury fell to .

GOVERNMENT AGREES 
TO WE CONCESSIONS 



Education Bill Again Comes Up 
in the House of 
Lords 



London, Dec. 17. — When the Educa- 
tion bill, amended by the House of 
Lords, sent back to the House commit- 
tee and returned to the Upper House 
by the House of Commons, reached the 
House of Lords today, the Earl of 
Crewe, lord president of the council, an- 
nounced that the government was not 
prepared to sacrifice the main principles 
of the bill, but that with certain modifi- 
cations the most important points might 
be agreed upon in order to enable the 
bill to become law. Lord Crewe added 
that concessions of a most substantial 
character would be made. In view of 
this announcement, the House of Lords 
consented to an adjournment of the de- 
bate in order to euable the leaders to 
reach an agreement. 

The crisis arising from lhe Education 
bill has taken a new turn as a result of 
today's proceedings in the House of 
Lords, and it is becoming clear that a 
historic conflict between the two Houses 
is not likely lo occur over the question 
of education. Both Houses are equally 
desirous of avoiding a conflict, and im- 
mediately after Lord Crewe announced 
in lhe House of Lords lhe important 
concessions the government was prepar- 
ed to make, it was foreseen thai in all 
probability the bill would he saved. 

Immediately after lhe debate, a 
round-table conference was heh]. em- 
bracing the leaders of both sides, in- 
cluding Lord Crewe, the Marquis of Rl- 
pon. Lord Lansdowne, the Marquis of 
Londonderry, the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury and others. The result of these 
deliberations is not known as yet, but 
the general opinion is that a compro- 
mise will be arranged. 



DEALERS IRE SHORT 
ON SUPPLY OF COIIL 



Brisk Demand Would Result in 
Speedy Depletion of the 
Stocks 



There is a coal shortage in tho city, 
Yeslerdav Richard Hall of the firm of? 
Hall & Walker said: "If a cold snap 
came and lasted -IS hours the demand 
would deplete the stock of the local 
coal yards." 

The collieries are making effurts to 
keep the market supplied. At the offices;

At Ladysmith and Comox further 
contracts for bunker coal for tramp 
steamers loaded witli wheat or, lumber 
from Sound or Oregon ports are boiuo;

of the supply. Better contracts couhl 
be made lo supply the outside demand; 
bin the old customers arc getting the 
preference. . ' 

At Seattle, Tacoma and other points' 
lhe fuel famine is a grave question. 
Steamer Oscar which took a cargo of coal 
from Nuuaimo a few days ago received 
$S a ton on the wharf and the purchas- 
ers demurred because live tons was kept 

(by the steamer for bunker coal. 

Incidental to lhe shortage a report 
reached Messrs. Hall & "Walker that 
statements were made that short meas- 
ure was given. Both members of tho

Steamer Themis was south bound with 
her charterer, S. F. Mackenzie as her 
only passenger and 1,500 Ions of ore and 
1100 tons of salmon comprising her cargo. 
In Queen Charlotte sound a heavy south- 
east gale was encountered and the night 
was inky. ('apt. Kruger expected to 
sight Scarlett point light and gel his 
bearings to run into Christie passage, 
from where the passage south would be., 
in sheltered water. He did not see the 11 
light, though and continued at full speed 
until the vessel struck heavily two miles 
west of Scarlett point, on Blaelava 
island, between [he large Dope and Gal- 
ium) islands.

The presence of Mr. Wliyte, second 
vice-president <if the Canadian Pucilie 
Hnihvny, in Uils city and his observa- 
tions, Which are given in another col- 
umn, emphasizes in the strongest pos- 
sible way the importance of action be- 
ing taken :il once to .settle the question 
of the Songhces Hescrve. 

Conversation with nanny people satis- 
fies us thai the suggestion made in the 
Colonist, to the effect that the Indians 
should be removed to a part of the res- 
ervation, and that the remainder should 
be devoted to railway purposes, will be 
generally satisfactory. 

If this is not done immediately, the 
railway company will be compelled to 
place [heir freight yards at Hussell Sta- 
tion, and this will be an exceedingly 
serious thing for the merchants of the 
city. 

The Board of Trade ought not to lose 
an hour in taking such steps as may be 
necessary to bring about an immediate 
settlement of this matter on the lines 
suggested, if no other and better line 
is possible.

SELF-INTEREST. 

The Times thinks "it may even be that 
self-interest is il the root of the advo- 
cacy of a West Coast terminus and 
port." This is a very extraordinary 
suggestion. The idea that the govern- 
ment of Canada should consider the ad- 
visability of providing the shortest and 
best route "from the plains of Alberta 
to a porl on the West side of Vancou- 
ver Island" emanated from the Royal 
Transportation, whose language has bee:i 
quoted above. What does the Times 
mean by suggesting that this is due to 
self-interest '.' The Commission was com- 
posed of well known men, eminent in the 
business world, and selected by the Do- 
minion government because of their wide 
experience ami ureal general knowledge. 

It is nn astounding thing that il ivs- 

(paper of the .Minister of Inland illevotiue 
should throw out an insinuation that 
these men were influenced by self-inter- 
csl in making this recommendation. 

So far as the Colonist has been able 
to observe, there has been no advocacy 
Oil the part of any one of "11 West 
Coast terminus and port."

We invite careful perusal of the offl- j 
cial report of the Inter-Provincial Con- 
ference al Ottawa, which will be print- 
ed in the Colonist tomorrow, pressure of 
advertising at the last moment crowding 
it out today. There can be no claim that 
ibis report bus been got up in the iu- 
toresl of the provincial government, yet 
it makes Mr. Mel'.ride's position itbso- i 
lately unassailable. The first point 
which we note is that it disposes com- 
pletely of the preposterous claim ad- 
vanced by the Opposition press that Mr. 
McBride refused the additional sub- 
sidies which all the provinces are to 
share in common. It will be noted that 
il was not until after the general reso- 
lution had been passed and a committee 
had been appointed to present it to the 
federal government, that Mr. McBride 
made his plea for special consideration. 
He could, if he hail wished, have made 
no special claim and permitted the con- 
ference to pass on to the consideration 
of matters not of a financial nature; 
Imi if lie had done so, it might have 
been said by the other premiers and by 
the Dominion government that, by his 
failure lo urge the special case of the 
province, he bad waived it. It would 
certainly have been made the basis of 
very severe criticism against him in 
this province, if he had come home 
without making an effort to secure rec- 
ognition in keeping with the well un- 
derstood wishes of the people of Brit- 
ish Columbia, a eriticistu thai he would 
have found himself very lunch embar- 
rassed lo meet, 

We draw attention lo the Qrsl para- 
graph in the memorandum submitted by 
Mr. Mcllride to the Conference, in 
which lie reiterates his adherence to 
the general resolution on better terms 
so far as il is not inconsistent with the 
matters advanced in the memorandum. 
1'p in I his poiul tvn undertake to say 
thai every null] in I-tritish Columbia will 
iinhesilalingly endorse his altitude. He 



reiterating the special claims ,of the 
province? Was it in asking that those 
special claims should be passed upon 
by some other tribunal Uiiiu one com- 
posed of the provincial premiers V Was 
it in yielding to Sir Wilfrid Lnurler's 
"strong" advice to .submit the claims to 
the conference? Was it in claiming 
that the exceptional consideration ex- 
tended to the province should be of a 
permanent character? We venture to 
say that every man in British Columbia, 
If he honestly speaks bis mind, will an- 
swer unhesitatingly that in neither of 
these things did .Mr. McBride do any- 
thing wrong, lint that in every respect 
he followed the course expected of him 
by the people of his province. Least of 
all can the supporters of Sir Wilfrid 
Lauricr protest that he should not have 
acceded to his request and placed our 
claims before the Conference. 

All that remain to be considered is 
what the Conference decided lo offer 
this province and Mr. McBridc's action 
thereupon. We direct special attention 
to the terms of the offer. The $100,000 
a year for ten years, while not express- 
ly offered in full and final settlement, 
could only he so understood in view of 
Mr. McBride's refusal lo accept the 
other resolution in such settlement, and 
also in view of the fact that il recited 
thai it was given in consideration of 
the exceptional claims of the province. 
This offer Mr. McBride refused to ac- 
cept. 

The only question remaining to be 
asked is: Ought Mr. McBride to have 
accepted this offer? 

Unless the local Opposition are pre- 
pared to say that he should have done 
so, they have absolutely no case against 
him. Not one of them has yet ventured 
to take such a position. Nol one of 
them will now venture to take such a 
position. Not one of them will deny 
thai Mr. McBride did -perfectly right in 
refusing lo accept the offer. This being 
the case, we would like to be informed 
wherein Mr. McBride's course at -the 
Conference is open to adverse criticism 
by any one having the welfare of Brit- 
ish Columbia at heart. Let him be tried 
by the record. Never mind what smiio 
one may or may not have said. Never 
mind how the press of the Eastern prov- 
inces regard the matter. Take the offi- 
cial record and judge him by that. His 
position is absolutely unassailable. From 
beginning to end he stands where every 
British Columbian would wish the rep- 
resentative of this province to stand 
upon this important question.

The Property Owners' Association 
are asking the City Council to submit 
certain questions to the people in the 
form of a referendum al the next muni- 
cipal elect ion. The Colonist approves 
of the idea of referendum*; but it is 
not quite so clear as |o who ought to 
vote at them. Lei ns. for example, take 
ihe water question. We assume that the 
Properly Owners' Association would 
take ihe position that only ratepayers 
ought lo vole on that. Yet it is pro- 
posed that the water department shall 
be a matter apart from all others, and 
this is rigid enough; thai its receipts 
ought nol lo go into ihe general rev- 
enue of ihe city, but that any surplus 
ought to be kepi fur extensions and im- 
provements, and llllll money borrowed 
should he borrowed on i be credit of Ihe 
water system. It is dillicull to see what 
can be taken to Ibis. Hut if 
we concede ihe correctness of Ibis posi- 
I iuii, why should the ratepayers upon 
real estate have any more to say about 
whal is done in regard to a water sys- 
tem than any one cist;'.' The people who 
use the water are those who ought tu be 
consulted, and this means every house- 
holder. Why should a minority of the 
citizens have the right to say what the 
majority shall have? There is no espe- 
cial degree of capacity attached lo Lite 
ownership of a town lot. Almost any- 
one can own a town lot if he wants lo. 
We grant that while debts incurred for 
water are chargeable against ihe really 
,,f the city, il is right enough under our 




Bishop Ridley, speaking recently al 
Torquay, said thai when he came lo 
British Columbia in JSTSJ "he did not 
find a single Christian." This is rather 
hard on a lot of people. Then he went 
on to say that his life in Yorkshire had 
prepared him for the savagery that he 
encountered in this province.

REJECTS SUGGESTION 
OF PROPERTY OWNERS 

City Council Feels That no Neces- 
sity Exists for Proposed 
Referendum 



The city council and the Victoria 
Property Owners" Association foil foul 
of each other at the regular weekly 
meeting of the former body held last 
evening. The property owners for- 
warded a lengthy communication to 
the council requesting that three ques- 
tions, duly set forth, he presented to 
the ratepayers for a referendum vote 
at the coming election; also a reso- 
lution which the council was asked to 
adopt. The aldermen perused the 
communication, turned down all throe 
questions and passed the resolution on 
to the incoming council. When the 
aldermen had finished "rubbing it into" 
tho property owners, Aid. Fullerton 
arose and road a letter from Thomas 
L. BOrby, the secretary of the associa- 
tion, in which he insinuated that the 
council had failed to keep faith with 
the electors, and had gone hack on its 
lire-election vows. 

The questions on which the Property 
Owners' Association wished a referen- 
ce to be taken were as follows: 
(1) Shall an independent municipal 
auditor be appointed, as provided in 
the Municipal Clauses Act? (2) Shall 
tho High School be made self-support- 
ing, as provided in the A ct? (3) Shall 
the Indemnity to aldermen be abol- 
ished? 

A letter was received from C. D. 
Mason, stating that in the action 
undertaken by tho city Co enforce the

It . al- 
most looked as if Messrs. Barnwell & 
Shuttleworth might have run their 
parlor without paying any licence had 
they so wished. It was decided to 
refer the matter to the city assessor 
with instructions to levy a reasonable 
tax.

City Clerk Dowlor commenced to 
read a letter from ihe city solicitor In 
regard to the claim of Mrs. F. El- 
worthy for damages to skirts and 
other garments spoiled by falling Into 
muddy holes. Aid. Yates objected to 
the reading of the letter. 

"1 don't think such letters ought to 
be read," said he, "We must not let 
these claimants know what we are 
going to do with their claim." 

"Well, it doesn't matter in this case, 
anyway," replied the Mayor. "The city 
solicitor recommends thut we pay no 
attention to the claim." 

Aid. Yates — There you are. iVftcr 
this I think that such letters ought to 
be shown to the aldermen, without 
being read in public. 

It was decided to leave tho matter to 
tho Mayor. 

Much heated discussion on the part 
of Aid. Fell arose out of the letter of 
the city solicitor regarding the liabil- 
ity of the city In regara to the crop of 
Mr. Clark, the present occupant of the 
park land recently purchased by the 
city. The solicitor putnted out (hat 
In relinquishing the term of the lease 
Mr. Clark had surrendered all right to 
make claims f t ,r his crop should tho 
city decide to use the land and be 
under the necessity of destroying the 
•-ops. 

Aid. Yates was of the opinion that if 
the city destroyed thy crops, due com- 
pensation should be made to Mr 
Clark. 

"I begin to think we need a munici- 
pal auditor, all right," said Aid. Fell. 
"This man has got a claim for which 
we are not liable, and here you are 
recommending that we make ourselves 
liable to him. That's what I call a 
very loose way of dealing With the 
public money."

Want Site at Cadboro Bay 
When questioned as to what terms 
Ihe 'Sougbees would accept to leave 
their present home the chief said: "We 
want a site on Cadboro Bay." 

"But what if it is impossible to obtain 
property in that particular locality?" was 
the next query. In response to this the 
hitherto stoical chief showed some signs 
of excitement. "We vrdtc the first here. 
We. did not come from distant places; 
find that this part of Vancouver Island 
was good and then make it our home. We 
were in this place before the 'whites.' 
I was born and raised in Victoria. "My 
people were here i or years and years 
before the whites ever knew there was 
such a place. Is it right, do you think, 
that we should be pushed from place to 
place'.' If it comes to n question of right 
then WO have more right than the white 
man to the property which is now ours. 
Von say we are holding the city buck; 
that the progress of trade, of shipping, 
and comtnerece, is being stopped because 
we won't leave our homestead. Suppos- 
ing that's correct — you want our land 
very badly don't you?" 

At this stage Chief Cooper was speak- 
ing with marked emphasis, every word 
apparently springing from the conscious- 
ness thai lie was pleading the cause of 
his countrymen. ".Now. I'm right in sup- 
posing that you people of Victoria wish 
lo get our property. We're willing to 
give it on certain conditions. When CM r. 
E'edley was here he made a proposition 
which was acceptable in all but one 
point. We were agreed as to the money 
parts of his contract, but we couldn't 
cotne to terms as to the site' of the new 
reserve. You say it mightn't be possible 
to get Cadboro Buy. Why not? Your 
trying to make us give up our property, 
shouldn't it be equally possible for your 
Hoard of Trade or other organizations to 
make the Hudson's [jay company sell 
the land they own ou Cadboro Hay which 
we want for a new home. It' you can 
force us, can't you force the Hudson Bay 
company 7 If you're very anxious tu gel 
the reserve you should be willing to try 
lo meet our desires by endeavoring lo 
induce the company to put their hold- 
ings on the market." 

What Pcdley Offered 
Briefly this was the chief's argument 
"ii the main issue, that of transferring 
the tribe l'rom the present reserve to 
some oi her property. He stated that 
Mr. Pedjey hud offered four or live dif- 
ferent sites in Ihe course of his negi- 
tiations with the Indians but that none 
them could have been considered, 
y were some distance from the niu- 
[lality. Some of the young Indians, 
ef Cooper explained, were working 
town. They were employed in the 
ery business, at various trades, many 
them earning for sixty to seventy 
in tli. If they had to go uway 
:ity it ivould be impossible for 
mtiiiue such work. It was 
necessary, therefore, for the site of the 
new reserve, if there ever was such a 
thing, to be somewhere near the city 
proper. 

As for the possibility of the Indians 
placing a certain section of the reserve 
at Ihe disposal of the municipality to be 
used for railway purposes, Chief Cooper 
thought such an idea was the height of

young men who have no 
own name. Is it like- 
of the tribe would be 
i heir holdings ill order 
lies of outsiders'.'" 
ie interview the chief 
assumed the position thai no possibility 
if settlement or compromise could be 
hoped for unless Ihe Indians were grain- 
ed a place ill Cadboro Bay. He told 
his story, as outlined, very curtly and 
with the utinosl decision. There was 



no doubt, he said, in regard to the atti- 
tude of the Indians. In referring to Mr. 
Pedley's endeavors he slated that the 
latter had not got far with the negotia- 
tions. He believed that the monetary 
terms were satisfactory but they had 
not been even fully considered because 
of the deadlock in respect to the sit- 
uation of the new reserve. 

Business Men Interviewed 
"Of course the Board of Trade can- 
not deal with the matter until a copy 
of Mr. Pedley's report to the Domin- 
ion govcrnmnt is received" remarked 
A'ice President Pauline, of the organ- 
ization mentioned, in conversation upon 
the Indian reserve question, yesterday. 
He added that as soon as these docu- 
ments were forthcoming the question 
would be taken up and, he believed, 
would be decisively dealt with. Person- 
ally, be thought that there had been suf- 
ficient delay already. The only method 
by which u settlement could be reached, 
in his opinion, was through special legis- 
lation. Pressure could be brought to 
bear upon both the federal and provin- 
cial governments, by which the former 
might be induced to enact that their 
wards, the Songhees Indians at Victoria, 
be transferred to any locality which 
might be selected as most suitable. It 
was ridiculous that these Indians 
should be allowed to stand any longer in 
the way of the progress of the com- 
munity. There was no doubt that they 
were doing so now. In order to pro- 
vide facilities for the commercial ex- 
pansion of the community it was neces- 
sary that Home of the Indian reserve 
property should be thrown open. On that 
account he thought there should be as 
little further delay IIS possible. 

I). Ii. Ivor was equally emphatic when 
asked to express his views IIS to what 
should be done under the circumstances. 
He stated that the only course open was 
to press for special legislation which 
would permit the removal of the Indians 
despite their dogged obstinacy. Although 
be always believed in dealing fairly, ii 
was his opinion that the Jndinns had 
been given every opportunity to come 
lo terms which, undoubtedly, would have 
been advantageous to themselves. The 
time had come to take decisive action. 
To adopt such a course as would re- 
sult ill the enactment of legislature auth- 
orizing the removal of the Indians by 
force if necessary. The properly includ- 
ed in the reserve was needed to allow 
for the industrial expansion of the city 
and a few Indians should not be allowed 
to stand in the wuy of Victoria's prog- 
ress.

During the month of September of this 
yenr a boy nineteen years old became 
consumptive. He lived in a hotel nnd 
was dependent on his own efforts ns a 
laborer. As a result of his disease lie 
was turned out of three hotels und re- 
fused admission to a public Hospital. The 
boy is now dead. A man who befriended 
the boy wrote .as follows: "God have 
mercy on us fur our neglect of such 
cases." Need we further ask, is this In- 
stitution needed? 

The death-roll from consumption In 
Canada exceeds twelve thousand yearly; 
and in British Columbia it is over two 
hundred. 

Ttie numtier of persons invalided from 
consuiuptiou it authoritatively estimated 
to be live times as yrent as the number 
of deaths therefrom; therefore, we have 
some sixty thousand invalids in Canada., 
and a thousand in British Columbia. 

We have, therefore, before us the ap- 
palling fact that yearly we lose the ben- 
efit of the services and earning powers 
of thousand* of citizens who are in- 
capacitated by i I In ess, and others we lose 
outright by death, through this one 
cause — and that a preventnble cause. 
This is something to set political econ- 
omists thinking very seriously. It is a 
responsibility too vast to he measured 
by mere figures, or described in mere 
language. 

No fanciful theories, untried methods, 
or mere experiments are proposed. The 
simple. God-giveu remedies, viz.: Fresh 
air, suitable food, rest aud exercise, un- 
der expert supervision, and suitable, 
cheerful surroundings, have more than 
proved their efficiency. Practically speak- 
ing, these requisites are obtainable only 
in a sanitorium. 

A further advantage connected wit'a 
such an institution is Hint the ndmis- 
sion of a patient means the removal of 
one source of contagion from the general 
community; and when, after treatment, 
such person is returned cured, or other- 
wise, to the ranks of the public, he or 
she is an educational centre of first im- 
portance, because the first principle im- 
pressed on n patient on entering a sani- 
torium is the care he should exercise in 
his personal habits; the necessity for 
cleanliness, for care in disposal of ntiy- 
tiling about him which would spread, or 
even be likely lo spread, contagion; in a 
word, he is persistently taught to move 
nnd live so that no other human being 
shall be likely, in the remotest sense, to 
suffer on account of any thoughtlessness 
on his part in the care of himself. Such 
a person, when discharged from the in-
